Following the luncheon, the 
guests will adjourn to the grand- 
stand where, for the first time in 
the history of the fair, a block of 
seats will be reserved, in order that 
the editors and their families may 
be seated together. 

Special headquarters for members 
of the newspaper profession will be 
established at the fair this year, it 
is announced by Charles W. Paine, 
secretary-manager. 

The new quarters will be at the 
south end of the second floor of the 
grandstand, and will be divided into 
two sections, one for newspapermen 
actively engaged in “covering” the 
fair, and the other for members of 
the profession who are at the fair 
merely for' visiting friends and to 
see the big show. 

Eric Cullenward, chief of the state 
bureau of publications and docu- 
ments, will be in charge of head- 
quarters. 

Newspaper men from ail parts of 
the state will be present and Mr. 
and Mrs. L. E. Harris will erpresent

Apparently crazed by dope, an 
unidentified gunman armed with 
two automatic pistols “shot up” the 


Chili Hut, located on the highway 
in Menlo Park early yesterday, 
wcunded one of the patrons in the 
leg and then forced him to drive 
to an Francisco where he kidnap- 
€d a taxi driver and held him pris- 
oner for two hours. 

With a gun in each hand, the 
banidt stalked into the “Chiliville” 
restaurant a fe wminutes before 
midnight. 

“Give me your money!” he com- 
monded William Edmonds, the 
owner. 

“Your kidding,” answered Ed- 
monds, believing the man to be 
joking. 

“Oh, so you think I’m kidding, 
do you,” retorted the bandit, and 
commenced firing. Rou bullets 
narrowly missed Edmonds and Ar- 
thur Otterstadt of Redwood City, a 
patron. 

Edmonds took four dollars out 
of the cash register and put it on 
the counter. 

As the gunman was leaving, 
Frank Payan of Palo Alto, entered 
the place and the bandit poked one 
of his guns into Payan’s ribs. “You’- 
re driving me to San Francisco. 
understand?” When Payan objected. 
the bandit shot him in the calf of 
the leg, and then told him he woulq 
shoot to kill if his commands were 
not obeyed. 

Payon, with the bandit at his side, 
drove to San Francisco along the 
Bayshore highway. At Burlingame, 
they stopped et a gas station for 
gas and the bandit paid the bill. 

At Fourth and Mission streets. 
the bandit ordered Payan to stop 
and he jumped out of the car and 
run down Mission strect. 

Paven then wen to the emergency 
hospital for treatment. He was suf- 
fering from loss of blood, but re- 
fused to stop for further aid. 

An hour later the bendit entered 
a taxicab driven by William Schultz 
at Montgomery and Market streets 
While riding aiong he passed a uni- 
formed policeman and, drawing his 
gurs again expressed a desire to 
“kill that cop.’ He held his fire, 
however, when Schultz advised him 
not to shoot.
